The inventions of claims 1-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. Document 1 (Par. Nos. 0005-0007) discloses the point about 
stretching a polymer film in its width direction. Documents 2 and 3 disclose the point about 
when the polymer film is being stretched, simultaneously allowing it to shrink in keeping 
with a specific ratio in a direction vertical to its stretching direction. Therefore, the 
inventions of claims 1 -6 can be easily conceived of by a party skilled in the art by applying 
the point described in documents 2 and 3 to the invention described in document 1. 

The inventions of claims 7 and 8 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-4 cited in the ISR. Further refer to the description in document 4 (Par. Nos. 
0106-0108). 

The inventions of claims 9-15 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-4. All of the matters additionally specified in claims 9-15 are well known. 
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
